In those days the “ferule’ was an Instra-
ment of dlacipline, aud sometlmes & record
of service, One of my veéteran colleagues in
the profession is sald to have left 1o his
helrs an caken ruler, or ferule, with fifty-
Clght notches in it, one for each winter of
his tesching. Had I kept a simitlar tally,
mins would have been notehed but Afty-five
timos.

Now | am 72 years old, with nothing bhet-
ter to do than “tell tales out of sohool," and
my difflculty s in choosing from among the
varied teaching experiences of my life. Por-
hups It will be best to begin at the begin-
ning and tell of my first school, of which 1
look charge at the age of 19,

I was & very “gréen™ couniry boy then,
for my lttle education had been galned In
my native school disteioy and from two lerms
at Kent's HL academy. It is still o wander
to me that any school committée could have
been so rash as to give me a cartificate, nnd
yet 1 felr at the tline that 1 was an Im-
portant personage.

In this opinlon 1 was confirmed by the at-
titude of my smployers. The school was in
one of those orderly, gilet country nelghbor-
hoods of which there are to this day
many in the lnnd, 1t wis known locally as
“the Dencon Plllsbury distriet,” and  thers
the farmers' families estecmed the school-
maeter next to the minister. In bosrding
around 1 was invariably lodged in the “par-
lor bedroom,” and had minee ple at every
meal,

The nine weeks of the term wore so many
visits to good friends, and teaching was al-
mont & hollday business, 1 went to a new
plice every week, and found my opinlons on
all lportant subjects lstened to with pro-
found attention. No wounder I bore myself
with diguity!

At the achool house everything went so
muootlily that T had occasion to punish but
ane boy during the term, and that punishe-
ment made a deep Impression. Tt demons
atrated that 1 could be “severe” if need be.
Now 1 think I was too harsli with that boy,
but lie felt 8o gullty that he came to me on
the last day of school and craved my par-
tdon for having given me so much trouble,
whereupon I pardoned him with a princely
manner and an appropriste word of adylce.

The next two winters I taught In the Dea-
con Pillsbury distrlel, and indesd might have
gono on indefinitely i that paradise, but for
my ambition to earn higher wages than those
kind peosle could afford to pay. Soventeen
dollars a month was the largest sum ever
paid a teacher thered but 1 had heard of a
disirict In ancther @ounty where & master
was watited ot $24 o month—uncommonly
large wages at that tline,

In reply to my appligation for this post 1
received tho following letter, which 1 still
proserve as o meménto:

"Mr chud bourn, deer sir, you can have this
school and welcoms, but | oughter tell you to
begin with that It s a pooly tough decstrick.
Weve got some havd boys here and some
awful sassy, lmppldonl gals, They lugged
out the lust tu marsters, and it you haint
got considerable buckrum in wyou, thaill be
likely to do the same by you,

“The school I8 sot to, begin the sicond Mon-
day In November, atil thoro will be money
enough for teh or leving weeks it you can
mannge to stay In the school house Lhat
long.

“HI you conclude to take the schopl you had
bettar come to my house fust, and | will
try to look ye up n' hoardin’ pluce, but ye
will hev ter go tg old Squire Huthnway, at
Squacook Center, elght miles from here, fer
u rocommend. Yourw respecfully,

“THOMAS KIMBALL."

The sanguine sell-assurance of Inexperl-
ence Jed me to reply that I would take the
sohool, and on the Saturday hofore the see-
ond Monday In November I set off with that
intent to walk a distance of about twenty
miles. 1 went by way of Squacook Center to
get my “‘certificate,” as by law reguired.

Squire Hathaway, the only active member
of the school committee, was an old fash-
loned country lawyer, whom I found at hils
Httle office over Squacook Center's one store.

“Wal, young man, what can I do for you?'"
he asked.

The
following day the new bank president met
his directors for the first time, The meating
was Interrupted by n bank messonger, who
told Mr. Stone that Mr, Fleld was outslde
and demanded to see him at ones, The mes-
Eenger was requested to show him In. Fleld
entered with a forlorn and disgusted-looking
countenance, and, tearing open a parecel, he
threw Mr. Stone's dress sull down on the
table In the presence of the startled board
of directors, and exclalmed: “Here, Stone,
take your clothes.
